Tau NO. D. News of the 16th inatet says; 
—Tho Ohincee gunboat Chin. Ho returne’ 
to Shanghai from her search for the forsiga 
vessel that was reported wrecked outside. 
From réliable.information, we learn that 
the'wreok lies thirtacn miles south*eastward 
of the 8, E.. part of the Island of Mao-t‘ao, 
which does not appear on ‘the chart, and 
thirty miles northward of Drinkwater 
Point. The vosacl was found to be bottom 
‘up, and covered nhout three feet at low water 
‘spring tides, 
worenine bontsat the wrack, the crews 
being engaged with hooks’ at the end of 
bamboos endeavouring to fish. up things 
from the vessel, and there were also native 
divers engaged in a’similat operation, bat 
thoy did not appear to accomplish much, 
for all the wreckge obtained by the lot waa 
two pisces of teakwoud, which were parla 
of tho hull, From enquires made amongst 
the natives, it was ascertained that the 
ship wrocked vessel, was a small brig, pro- 
bably Siamese,.and this suggestion . is 
somowhat, strongthoned from the fact that 
one of. the two’ pieces of wood salvod 
contains rough nails which picrce tho wood 
sideways in the same manner that the 
Siamese or othor . Asiatics would bind 
timbers together, Yo far as could be 
ascertained, none of the members of the 
raw had been scon and no bodies has beon 
fuund in the vicinity of the wreck, which is 
milos‘out of sight of Shaweishan. Enquiries 
weru alao made at Tsung-ming and Mao-t‘ao 
Ieland.and élicited the information that 
no bodies had bacn washed ashore at eithor 
of these places, Beyond this, no further 
informatio’ is st'present obtaiuable, though 
the Chinese ‘authorities have mandarin 
gun-boat in the vicinity, so that if any fur- 
ther nows ia obtained we shall probably 
hear of it. :

The “leaders, of this~party, chiof 
among whom is Kin Ban-shok, Minister fur. 
Home Affairs, negotiated the Russian’ 
treaty, acing no other way. of launching 
their country in the path of progress. ‘The 
Queen is credited with having countenanced 
thoir design. Tho Choyc's. correspondent 
adds that the King of Korea, probably 
anticipating and desiring to avert China’s 
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anger, orderad the degradation and exile of 
the four progressionist leadets on August 
8th, that is to say, four days boforo the sup- 
posed receipt of Chung-tang's instructions 
to Mr Yuan Shi-kai. 

It may be asserted with tolerable confid- 
ence'that all these stories are wide of the 
mark so far as the sapposed Russian treaty 
is concerned, The latest account of the 
Nichi Nichi Shimbun's correspondent pro- 
bably comes nearest to the truth. That 
writer refers the whole tronble. to the-joa-. 
lousy of Min-Yon-i-, who, seoking to dis- 
place the leaders of the rival Kim faction, 
‘accused them of intriguing with Russia, 
and persuaded not only’ the Chinesa Re- 
presentative in Séul, but evon the Viceroy 
Li, to credit the charge.

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THE CELEBES IN.A TYPHOON. 

Professor Anderaon senda to the Straits 
Times the following account of the typhoon 
encountered by the telebes on the passage 
from Hongkong to Saigon :—_ 

On Sunday, August 20th, in the China 
Son, on 4 voyage from Hongkong to Saigon, 
Cochin China, the ship Célebes, of the 
Netherlands India Steamship Company, en- 
countored a typhoon commenting at 4 in 
the morning and inoroasing in severity till 
10 a.m., when its intensity wus so great 
that we all, frum the Osptain down, thought 
.we had come to our laat moment, tbe heavy 
gens, mountain high, were coming over us, 
and the rolling of the ship, causing all tho 
wreckage and moving debris to. sway to 
and fro, wrought great destruction at each 
movement. We lost 4 out of six of our life- 
‘ | boats, and all tho properiy, tables, freight: 
and provisions in the sal-on were washed 
away. Our cabing were five feet doep in 
water, our clothes Washed away; and we sat 
un the top berth of onr cabin, in deadly poril 
each moment of being drowned by the con- 
‘tinual immense flow of sea through -the 
saloon and cabin, After passing six hours of 
intense fear and mortal agony, there came 
a lull in the storm; wo. had passed the 
worst and we svere getting out of tlie radius 
of the typhoon, the vessel seemed to rock 
and roll less, and wa,. after a time, with the 
‘assistance of two or thrés Officers, got out 
of our wet cabin into another. The typhoon 
was the severest aver known in these parts. 
Mrs Anderson, myself and servant were 
the only cabin passengers, and consequent- 
Jy the only persons in the saloon part 
of the ship, with the exception of o few 
Javanese stewards, . who deserted the 
saloon when’ the’ typhoon began ° in: ee- 
rious earnest, the’ skylight blew away and 
sent a sea of water in. the saloon, then a 
life-boat: came crashing ‘against our port 
hule, thon .suck seas coming. in and sneha 
uoisa of wind and rolling about, All the 
furniture of the saloon and lamps and every- 
thing were a perfect wreck ; ull the sails 
blown away ; the double awning ‘over. the 
saloon deck wrenched away in the twinkling 
of an eya; all tho cabius totally wreoked ; 
the washstanda, sofas, beds, all swaying 
about and knocking. against each: other, 
We then found .our clothes ‘washed out.and, 
we stayed on the top. berth till. that gave: 
way. Thon the Captain came and did not 
think the ship could bo daved (although lie 
did not positively say 20, bat we inferred:s0 
by his manner): There were 600 Chinamen 
locked “up in. the held nearly. suffocated. 
We were drenched through ‘our thin night 
clothes,. and “finally, after. the flengest ty- 
phoon they have known, we managed to live 
on, and although the ship was twice under 
water completely, wa ‘gained the onter.way 
of the typhoon when the devastation’ was 
somothing fearful to seo ; all our trauks sre 
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Tho policeman managed: to capture the

*Tho principal object of our voyage to P 


ffiukiu was to convey thither. the new Go- 
vornot, Mi Oseko Sadaffio, anda body of 
pulice—the relief for those who had put in 
their time in the prefecture, Aftor a deten- 
tion at Osima Anchorage, during very bad 
wedéther, we arrived at the islands.on. the 
24th ultimo, and anchored - outsidy. ‘the 
mouth of the -river at Nawa, There ‘is 
a capital anchorage, however,. inside. for 
vossels drawing nit more than 14 feet. We 
rermained until the Lstinstant, when, having 
embarked the timo-expired police, wo sailed 
for your port, The climate may be described 
as salubrious and the temperature equablo, 
our instruments never indicating more thad 
92° or less than 83° Pahr, iu shade, and the 
nights are'adfficiently cool to make a blanket 
a necessity. A few imosquitoes—came off 
to us, but they. wero not. of a 
ferocious kind, their bites being scarcely 
perceptible. In appearance the inhabitants 
much resemble the Japanése, and ‘are an 
easy-going people, who give no trouble to 
the Government. The authorities con- 
sequently have complete’ control, aud the 
ofiica of policeman is pretty much of'a 
sinecure, They aro widely different how- 
ever, from the Jupanese in one particular, 
that of cleanliness—the. lowers orders 
especially. Their wants are. few and 
modest, and although Japanese merchants 
have . establishedstores fr the sale of pro- 
ducts from Japan and foreign countries, they 
do not appear to ba doing 4 roaring trade, 
T suppose that there is no article in the 
world which has penetrated intu so many 
obscure and remote corners of the earth as 
Baes'a Bottled Beer. - We found it in 
Riukiu’, in porfeot condition, at the moder- 
ate price of 30 sen per quart bottle: Tho 
women are modest, and have a remarkably 
fine carriage, the result, doubtless,—as 
I have observed in other parts of: the 
world—of catrying burdens. upon the head, 
which is the common practice. Ponies ara 
lentiful, and those I handed appoared to 
have bean properly broken to the, saddle.. 
Although seldom over 12 hands, they are of. a 
much better broed than the Japanese animal, 
esa better points, and ara stronger. 
Those I rode had good mouths and man- 
nors, ond a gait that never slackened. 
With party from the ship Irode up to 
the Castle, a steop incline, and the animals 
required no urging whatever, being just as 
freah. at the finish as & tho start. Tho 
toads, which are excollent evon -by com- 
parison with those in the neighbourhood 
of Yokohama, were made by the autho- 
rities, who are iustituting improvements in 
all directions. Inthe Castle, we found 
troops (abont 250), detachment from the 
Knmamoto Garrison, ‘whose term of servica 
in Riukiu is one year, and who will be ro- 


lieved next April.’
